The Fifties had it all. 
1949-1961 chronology 
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Bill Jennings 


This was Nebraska’s proudest mo- 
ment during a turbulent era ... that 
every year or so was quelled by a 
monumental triumph. 

From 1949-1961, the Huskers went 
through three coaches, the first of 
whom, Bill Glassford (31-353 in 
Seven years), produced the period’s 
three winning teams, incliding Ne-

more after setting NCAA records for 
yardage, rushing and points scored 
per game. 
Jerry Minnick (1951-53) was an 
All-America defensive tackle as 
a junior. 


Tom Novak (1946-49) was an All- 
America center, considered by 
many to be the most aggressive 
Husker football player ever. His jer- 
sey, No. 60, was the first to be retired 
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braska’s first Orange Bowl repre- 
sentative in the 1954 season. 

But Glassford — who coached the 
school’s first four black players in 40 
years, and some of the nation’s great- 
est talent, including All-Americans 
Tom “Train Wreck” Novak, Jerry 
Minnick and Bobby Reynolds — de- 
clined to pick up a five-year option in 
his contract and resigned before Ne- 
braska’s final game in 1955. 

Among the more notable events 
from his reign were: 

The 1949 season, when Novak, a 
center who would be the first player 
to have his Nebraska jersey number 
retired, finished his stellar career. 

@ The 1950 season, when the 
sophomore halfback Reynolds be- 
came the most explosive Husker, 
scoring 157 points and rushing for 
1342 yards. 

@ A 6-6 tie against Kansas State in 
1951 (later awarded to NU by forfeit 
1-0 because the Wildcats used an). 

@ The Orange Bowl appearance 
against Duke (earned because 

champion Oklahoma had gone 
to the Orange Bow! the previous year 
and the Big Seven Conference pro- 
hibited teams from appearing there

in consecutive years; Second-place 
NU “clinched” the trip by losing to 
OU 55-7). 

@ And a humiliating 6-0 home joss 
to Hawaii in 1955 (a team the Husk- 
ers had beaten 50-0 in 1954). 

But, by far, the most shocking oc- 
currence of Glassford's era came 
after the 1953 season when Nebraska 
players revolted against their men- 
tor, a disciplinarian who had a boot- 
camp appreach to pre-season train- 
ing (his sessions at Curtis were 
banned before the ’53 season). 

The movement started while 
Glassford, who had undergone sur- 
gery to correct a gall bladder ail- 
ment following the season, was at- 
tending a coaches’ convention and 
visiting his parents in Ohio. A player 
petition was supposedly submitted to 
Acting Chancellor John K. Selieck 
and the Board of Regents asking that 
Glassford be removed. The report 
was never made public, but six 


_players did complain in the press. 


A statement released after a 
meeting by 35 players read, in part: 
“We would like the public to know 
the element of our fear. That fear 
being that if a player does or says the 
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wrong thing, he will be ridiculed, em- 
barrassed and be faced with the 
threat of losing his scholarship or 
never having the opportunity to play 
again. We do not feel that we can 
have a winning football team on top 
morale with the conditions that have 
existed in the past. 

“The team has expressed the fact 
that for the betterment of the univer- 
sity and the football team that the 


resignation of Head Coach Bill Glass- 
ford is a must.” 


The revolt climaxed Jan. 16, 1954, 
when the Board of Intercollegiate 
Athletics (disbanded the following 
summer and replaced by representa- 
tives of the university Faculty Sen- 
ate) decided to comply with provi- 
sions of Glassford’s five-year con- 
tract that gave him the option of con- 
tinuing on five more years beginning 
in 1956. 

Glassford and the players later 
settled their differences and four of 
the six who had made statments re- 
turned for spring practice.

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Loss to Alumni 
symbolic of era

Nebraska football followers, in the 
13 years before Bob Devaney be- 
came coach, witnessed a weekly 
high-wire act. It was tough to get a 
handle on the Cornhusker program. 

There was tension three 
coaches came and went during the 
1949-61 period that, despite having its 
share of standout performers, had 
just three winning teams (1950, ’52 
and ’54). 

There was excitement — Ne- 
braska made its first Orange Bowl 
appearance in 1955 (losing to Duke 
34-7) and knocked off national 
powers Penn State, Pittsburgh (’58), 
Oklahoma (in '59, ending the Sooners’ 
74-game string of not having lost to a 
conference opponent) and Texas 
('60). 

These were weird times.’ Perhaps 
too weird to try and understand. 

Pete Elliott, NU’s coach in 1956, 
could attest to that, 

Ina game that may best illustrate 
what the era was like, it was Elliott's 
team coming out on the short end of 
a 14-0 decision to the Husker alumni. 


From 1950 through 1961, Nebraska 
played 10 varsity-alumni spring 
games (in 1954 and 1955 Coach Bill 
Glassford opted for intrasquad 
games). The 1956 contest was the 
only one won by the alumni. 

“A happy band of victorious 
Alumni football players charged into 
their dressing room late Saturday af- 
ternoon and the cry heard most fre- 
quent was: ‘Who's got a cigarette?’” 
wrote The Lincoln Star’s Don Bryant,

The alums, led defensively by the 
inventor of smashmouth football, 
Tom Novak, were in control the en- 
tire way. A rain-soaked Memorial 
Stadium crowd of about 5,000 
watched Novak and company re- 
cover eight of the varsity’s 11 fum- 
bles, keeping them at least 27 yards 
away from the end zone at all times.

“Most of the miscues came when 
ball carriers were shuddered by 
fierce tackling,” wrote the Lincoln 
Journal's Dick Becker. “Guys like 
Tom Novak, Carl Samuelson, Ted 
Connor, Vie Schleich and Ted Doyle 
were more than the Varsity could 
handle.” 

In contrast, the alumni, which 
practiced just once, lost only one of 
three fumbles. But it was the defense 
that set the tone. 

“We saw Novak was following the 
ball from his linebacker spot, so we 
tried to use reverses,” said assistant 
varsity coach Dee Andros. “But 
every time the ball carrier came 
back the other way... there was Big 
Sam (Samuelson) waiting to crush 
him. And if we got away from Sam, 
we ran into Tom.” 


Samuelson, an all-Big Six tackle in 
1946 and ’47, recovered a fumble at 
the Varsity seven to set up a first- 
quarter score. Bobby Reynolds, All- 
American star of the 1950 team, ran 
five yards on the next play, and after 
Bill Mueller took it to the two, quar- 
terback John Bordogna, an all-Big 
Seven performer in 1953, ran twice 
more for the score. Sam Vacanti’s 
extra point kick made it 7-0, 


In the fourth quarter, George 
Gohde recovered a fumble by quar- 
terback Roy Stinnett at the Varsity 
29. Six plays later, Rex Fischer, all- 
Big Seven in 1955, ran around right

“After a slow start, when the bulk 
and aggressiveness of the Alums 
seemed to upset them, the Varsity 
players performed well.” 

Elliott, who rightfully was given a 
$2,500 raise to $14,500 after guiding 
the ’56 team to a 4-6 record, wasn’t 
buying any of the praise. 

“When one line beats another and 
one team fumbles a lot in its own 
area... well, that’s pretty must the 
story of the ballgame,” he said. “We 
made too many mistakes and fum- 
bled too much. When you make mis- 
takes you can’t do anything.

a It continued that way when NU, fa- 
> vored by nearly 50 points, opened the 
1955 season with a 6-0 loss to Hawaii. 
Noted Glassford, “This isn’t the first 
§ time this kind of thing has happened 
z toa team.” 
But it was one of the last times it 
5 woud happen to Glassford, who after 
Nebraska’s final home game — a 37- 
20 victory against Colorado — an- 
5 nounced his resignation. Glassford 
W and university officials denied that 
E he was pressured into the decision. 
Glassford, who would never coach 
again, acted relieved. 
“It’ certainly isn’t pleasant when 
people call your wife and boy at all 
oes of the day, insulting you and 
them in the most vicious terms,” he 
said. “I sincerely hope that my suc- 
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cessor will have the support of the 
state and of the administration, and 
that the university itself and the loyal 
people of this state will achieve the 
things in intercollegiate athleteics 
that they so desire. 

‘That wouldn't happen for a few 
more years. 

Pete Elliott, an All-American at 
Michigan and an assistant under Bud 
Wilkinson at Oklahoma, was named 
to replace Glassford. At 29, Elliott 
was Nebraska’s youngest head 
coach. Nebraskans liked the suave 
blonde, even though they never 
really got a chance to know him. 
Shortly after the 4-6 ’56 season — and 
a $2,500 raise to $14,500 — Elliott was 
rumored to be shopping around for 
another job. The guessing game con- 
tinued for more than a month before 
Elliott announced that he was 
headed to California. 

Bill Jennings, 38, who came from 
Oklahoma with Elliott, was quickly 
elevated as Nebraska’s next head 
coach. It was the start of another 
roller-coaster relationship. 

While Jennings’ teams pulled off a 
few of the biggest dramatics in 
‘school history, not once did any of his 
five squads win more than two 
games in a row. His record was 15 
wins, 34 losses, one tie. 

Jennings’ first team went 1-9 — the 
biggest loser in Nebraska history. 

The 1958 season (3-7) wouldn't 
have gone much better had it not 
been for a pair of euphoric victories 


— 147 against Penn State and 146 
against 14th-ranked Pittsburgh. 

‘Then came the memorable season 
of 1959 ... or rather the memorable 
game. 

‘The season began with a crazy 20-0 
loss to No. 17 Texas, during which 
Nebraska unveiled a dual quarter- 
back formation in which two quarter- 
backs stood under center (After- 
ward, it was ruled ineligible). The 
Huskers then beat Minnesota 32-12 
(the highest point total for any of 
Jennings’ teams) and edged Oregon 
State 7-6. 

But just when things seemed OK, 
NU lost to Kansas, Indiana and Mis- 
‘souri — and Oklahoma was next, 

Wilkinson's Sooners, despite losses 
to Northwestern and Texas, still had 
the “mighty” image within the con- 
ference. OU entered with the No. 19 
ranking, had beaten the Huskers the 
last 17 meetings and there was no 
reason to think the streak wouldn't 
continue. 

‘The Sooners, on a three-yard run 
by Prentice Gautt, took a 7-0 lead be- 
fore Nebraska cut the deficit to 74 
ona fourth-down TD pass from quar- 
terback Harry Tolly to end Dick 
MeDaniel 

Nebraska then got a spark when 
LeRoy Zentic, now head football 
coach at Lincoln East, returned a 
quick kick by OU back Bob Cornell 36 
yards for a score. Oklahoma retali- 
ated with a Cornell plunge and led 14- 
12at halftime. 

Nebraska regained the lead early 
in the third quarter on a 22-yard field 
goal by Ron Meade. Then Pat 
Fischer returned a punt 61 yards to 
the Sooner 3 to set up a 1-yard score 
by Tolly. The Huskers extended their 
advantage to 25-14 on Meade's 33- 
yard field goal. 

Oklahoma, of course, remained un- 
rattled and drove for another touch- 
down. The Sooners got the ball back 
with 2:15 left and marched to Ne- 
braska’s 27. Nebraskans’ hearts stood 
still as OU quarterback Bobby Boyd 
threw two incompletions. Then, on 
third down, Boyd threw for Brewster 
Hobby. But a strong Nebraska rush 
caused the ball to go off target and 
Meade intercepted it to seal the out- 
come. 

Silence turned to pandemonium. 
Nebraska had finally done the un-

thinkable. 

“This is the greatest thing that’s 
ever happened to me,” said Tolly. 

But, as usual, the celebration was 
short-lived. The next week, Iowa 
State beat Nebraska 18-6. 

Jennings would pull off two more 
upsets the next season but not with- 
out controversy. 

The first one, in Fischer's first 
game playing quarterback, was a 14- 
18 surprise at fourth-ranked Texas in 
the season-opener. 

Nebraska then went 24 before 
Jennings made headlines speaking at 
a Omaha football luncheon. In the 
speech, he said, “I've been watching 
things closely and I don't think this 
state can ever be great in anything — 
there are so few people in the state. 
Our football team is about as good as 
anything we're trying to do in this 
area.” 

Later, Jennings said he was at- 
tempting to get the state to rally 
around his team. 

Following two more losses, it did. 
At Norman, under threat of physical 
harm and with four policemen on the 
bench, Jennings’ crew beat the Soon- 
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ers 17-14. Meade kicked the winning 
field goal with 1:38 remaining. 

Commenting on freshman quarter- 
back Dennis Claridge, Jennings once 
kidded, “If we're not here, someone 
else will have a good quarterback for 
three years.” 

One year later, following a 3-6-1 
1961 season, Jennings was fired as 
Nebraska's coach. 

While Nebraska’s progress during 
Jennings’ reign may have been 
masked by a poor won-loss record, 
the Lincoln Journal’s Dick Becker 
wrote in a tribute: 

“Academically, Nebraska's foot- 
ball program has made superb pro- 
gress ... The scholarship program 
for football players at Nebraska is 
now on a more realistic basis, thanks 
to Jennings’ labors to bring the NU 
grants on an even footing with other 
schools. 

“And athletically, the squad which 
greets a new coach will be vastly su- 
perior to the one Jennings inherited 
from Pete Elliott in 1957. 

“Somebody else may be getting 
the cheers, but Bill Jennings has left 
a valuable legacy to the University of 
Nebraska.”

Iowa St.’s Blaise 
has worked hard 
to live up to name

Life as a running back might be a 
lot easier if Blaise Bryant had a dif- 
ferent first name. 

“Ever since I was a little kid, it's 
been, ‘Look at the Blaise, he must be 
the fastest guy around.’ It’s a lot to 
live up to, Mayhe if I was Bill or Sam, 
people wouldn't think about it,” the 
Towa State running back said. 

“Although, nobody ever forgets my 
name either.” < 

Bryant has lived up to his name'so 
far at lowa State. He set a Big Hight 
record for most yards in a first game 
‘with 213 yards in the season opener. 
Now, he is the fifth leading rusher in 
the country and will soon become the 
leader in the Big Eight, 

He has 905 yards rushing, averag- 
ing 129.3 yards a game and 49 yards

“Blaise Bryant is everything you'd 
use to describe the perfect football 
player,” Iowa State Coach Jim Wal- 
Gen said. “Personality. Heart. Work.

“T could have run harder and done 
some things better against Kansas, 
‘but I didn’t take that game seriously 
at the start, and I learned that Kan- 
sas wanted to win and was going to 
do everything they could to win,” he 
said.

“Towa State came and talked to 
me, and I decided Fd like to try the 
Big Bight and be a part of the turn- 
around at Iowa State,” he said. “But 
sometimes, F still wonder how I got 
here.

Eight before my coach told me that, 
‘if I didn’t want to sound like an idiot, 
T better learn about the conferences 
and the schools around the country,” 
Bryant said. 

“I learned which schools were in 
the Big Hight, but I still had this idea 
in the back of my mind that these 
guys from Nebraska, Oklahoma and 
Colorado, were all some kind of 
‘super-human giants. 1 mean, you 
watch them on TV, and the Big Eight 
guys are always crushing somebody 
and winning the Heisman Trophy and 
the other trophies. 

“But, you kmow, playing against 
them, I found out they're normal peo- 
Pile just like me and my teammates.” 

‘That realization hit home last 
week when Bryant ran for 151 yards 
and his team gained 607 yards of 
total offense against Oklahoma in a 
43-40 loss. 

“We can rise to the occasion, and if 
we stay in a game, like we did 
against Oklahoma, we can do the 
things we're supposed to do. Against 
Colorado, we got further and further 
behind, and we had to get out of our 
offensive plan,” he said. 

Bryant's success has made Iowa 
State a very dangerous offense, Ne- 
braska Coach Tom Osborne said. 

“Bryant adds something to their 
offense, and his running ability 
makes a big difference in what they 
ean do,” Osborne said. “Iowa State 
can put you in a lot of awkward posi- 
tions trying to stop them.” 

Bryant said he owed his success to 
his offensive line and to the success 
of Iowa State’s passing game. 

“Our line has become one of the 
best,” Bryant said. “When our line 
can get me to the opposing lineback- 
ers, I know I can get us a chunk of 
yards. And our passing game takes a 

lot of pressure off me, too. 

“All I want is for people to respect 
us as a team and I think they do-after 
the Oklahoma game. And for me, I 
just want the same kind of respect, 
where defenders say, ‘he was good.’”
